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PLANS FOR DISARMAMENT PRO. 
POSE BY SEVERAL NATIONS, 


| The Sub-Committee Adopts the U.S. 


Plan With Few Alterations 
Italy's Proposals, 


The Hague, June 2,.—Both sessions 
of the disarmament committee met to 
day and, as was anticipated, failed to 
agree with regard to the question of 
new inventions tn armaments, The 
drafting committee of the arbitration 
commitvee made some advance this af 
ternoon, The American delegates sab 
mitted their scheme relating to an ar 
bitration tribunal The plan differs 
from the British proposal. It provides 
that each country shall appoint a single 
arbitrator to be selected by the supreme 
courts of the signatory powers, The 
tribunal shall have w permanent cen 
tral seat and be composed of 
three judges, who shall not 
or residents of the countries belonging 
to the powers in discord. The general 
expenses shall be shared proportionate 
ly. In the event of new facts arising 
Within three months of a decision, the 
samme tribunal shall have power to try 
aagin the questions in dispate Re- 
course to the tribunal shall be optional 
to the signatery powers
